f rnn  Vprv  PrnlitaKlp  Asparagus  is  a hardy  perennial  plant  that  can  be  grown  on  the  same 

up  y a 1 uiuauic.  ground  for  15  years,  and  we  have  known  of  Asparagus  sales  amount- 

ing to  $500.00  per  acre.  When  a bed  is  once  established,  very  little  labor  is  required  to  keep  it  pro- 
ductive. 

CULTURE— Seed  of  asparagus  should  be  sown  early  in  the  spring;  in  drills  two  inches  deep. 
When  seedlings  are  one  or  two  years  old  transplant  (for  the  family  garden)  sixteen  to  eighteen 
inches  apart  each  way  and  cover  crowns  to  a depth  of  four  inches.  For  commercial  planting,  plant 
in  rows  four  or  five  feet  apart,  placing  crowns  eight  to  ten  inches  in  the  row.  Well  rotted  manure 
and  light  soil  should  be  used  as  a mulch  in  the  fall,  cover  to  a depth  of  six  inches  and  fork  in  well 
in  the  spring.  This  mulching  feature  is  very  essential  to  good  quality  stalks,  as  the  crowns  mount 
to  the  surface,  and  unless  so  covered  produ  e short,  tough  shoots.  Nitrate  of  Soda  applied  broad- 
cast at  the  rate  of  15U  lbs.  to  the  acre,  thoroughly  worted  in,  is  an  excellent  stimulant  and  hastens 
the  growth.  This  should  be  applied  before  plants  begin  to  grow  in  the  spring,  as  its  action  is 
caustic  and  damage  will  result  to  roots  if  applied  after  growth  begins.  One  ounce  of  seed  will 
sow  about  50  feet  of  drill,  one  pound  of  seed  will  produce  enough  plants  for  an  acre.

AMERICUS  (FALL  BEARING  STRAWBERRY) 

is  a seedling  raised  from  the  Pan  American  and  Louis  Gauthier  and  developed  by  Mr.  Rockhill. 
Under  date  of  October  30th  Mr.  C.  F.  Gardner,  Secretary  of  the  Iowa  State  Horticultural 
Society  says:  “Your  Everbearing  Strawberries  are  a great  success  and  many  visitors  have  come 
to  see  them.  We  had  a very  severe  drought  during  the  summer,  but  in  spite  of  all  that  had 
berries  from  May  until  October  30th.  We  are  very  fortunate  in  getting  a good  start  of  these 
berries  and  we  offer  them  at  much  less  than  they  are  quoted  by  others  that  have  got  them 
started  in  a small  way.  The  Pan  American  is  a good  strawberry,  but  the  Americus  outrivals  it 
in  size  and  productiveness,  say  nothing  about  the  feature  of  its  bearing  from  some  time  in 
May  until  frost.  Reports  of  this  berry  have  come  to  us  from  different  parts  of  the  country 
and  it  seems  to  succeed  over  a wide  range.  It  succeeds  better  in  a hot  dry  climate  than 
many  other  kinds,  as  it  is  protected  by  heavy  foliage,  which  also  helps  it  to  stand  up  well  dur- 
ing a wet  spell.  Its  flavor  is  near  that  of  the  native  wild  strawberry,  generally  considered  the 
height  of  perfection  for  a strawberry  flavor.  The  plants 
are  not  injured  by  fruiting  in  the  fall  and  it  stands  the 
winters  well.  They  make  plenty  of  new  plants  and 
every  new  plant  bears  fruit  in  the  Fall  if  not  de- 
budded.  To  get  the  largest  and  best  crop  of  berries 
in  the  Fall,  the  bloom  should  be  pinched  off  up  to  Sep- 
tember 10th,  then  allowed  to  bloom  and  each  plant 
will  give  a good  amount  of  fruit  until  killed  by  frost. 

If  you  have  enough  of  these  plants  you  can  have  straw- 
berries from  the  early  crop  until  late  in  the  Fall.  The 
Americus  has  even  furnished  fruit  at  Thanksgiving 
time  by  growing  the  plants  inside  in  pots.
